Rain Spares Restrictions On Water 


The weekend rain may have 
caused some displeasure for local 
residents and vacationers, but it 
was a boon to the town’s water 
supply. , 

Water Supt. Donald C. Bassett 
said Wednesday that it was agood, 
healthy rain and would aid in main- 
taining the water supply. 

Saturday’s downpours were not 
as beneficial as the Steady rain- 
fall of Sunday, he said. 

Due to the weekend deluge, he is 
optimistic that it will not be neces- 
Sary to put restrictions on use of 
water this summer. 

Sunday’s rain was a drenching 
one which resulted inconsiderable 
ground getting well soaked. This 
he said was beneficial in several 
ways. It allows for nawural runoff 
into wells and into Haggett’s Pond, 
the town’s main reservoir. 

The drenching also relieved the 
town’s pumping facilities, in that 
there was sufficient precipitation 
to discontinue lawn sprinkling in 
some cases. 

Up until the weekend Bassett 
had not considered placing any 
restrictions, but the supply was 
being watched closely. For several 
days records were shatteredat the 
pumping station, many days the 
facilities working at maximum to 
meet the demand. 

With normal weather the rest of 
the summer, it appears the town 
water supply will continue to meet 
the demands, Bassett said.

bring the war to a close on the 
basis of an equitable and lasting 
settlement. The announced with- 
drawal of U.S. troops is a posi- 
tive demonstration of his desire 
to achieve peace. 

‘‘We hope that the other side, 
through its own actions, will make 
further reductions possible soon. 
This could be done through a 
comparable removal of North Viet- 
namese forces or by the scaling 
down of enemy military opera- 
tions. Progress toward a peace 
settlement at Paris can also have 
an important bearing on future re- 
ductions in troop levels. 

‘We intend to keep the pos- 
sibility of additional reductions 
under constant review and barring 
new developments we anticipate 
that a decision on additional with- 
drawals will be made in August.”

No Sympathy 

Last week a Boston newspaper commented that the Bos- 
ton Patriots, the American League professional football 
team, had some adverse reports about the field facilities 
at Phillips Academy. 

The report indicated that the pro football team had found 
their present facilities at the University of Massachusetts 
in Amherst, were much better, and more adequately main- 
tained. - 

We wonder whether this report was an imaginative com- 
mentary by the Boston press, or actually the utterances of 
Patriots officials. 

Reportedly, there were potholes on the field at Phillips 
Academy, which led to some injuries on the part of the pro 
football players. 

We can not imagine that the officials of the academy or 
the groundskeepers, who traditionally have maintained 
beautiful, safe playing surfaces, could let such a condi- 
tion exist. 

Professional athletes, with their hard-nosed, determined 
efforts are bound to affect a turf a little more differently 
than preparatory or college athletes. 

That there were some potholes on the field, exists due 
to that possibility. 

We would assume that at UMass, 
will exist. 

The Patriots, we think, during their years since forma- 
tion, have been nothing but crybabies, and have blamed 
the Boston public for all their misfortune. 

Basically, Andover treated the Patriots quite well. 

As guests of the community, they were accorded greet- 
ings of the town on occasion. They had the support of the 
local fraternity. They were followed throughout the sea- 
sons, good and bad by local residents. 

The Patriots seem to thrive on the faults of the commu- 
nity in which they offer their professional talent for league 
games, as well as the places where they train. 

Their hue and cry is for a new stadium in Boston. 

All the world loves a winner. Boston and its fans, have 
supported losers, as well as winners. 

We have no sympathy for the Patriots who can tradi- 
tionally come up with lame excuses for their misfortunes. 

A winning team, made up of competent talent, well 
trained, well-paid in competition with other teams in the 
league, indeed will draw. 

Just this week, with the opening game only a few short 
weeks away, the Pats, apparently do not have a home field 
nailed down as yet. 

We would look to Shakespeare and comment on the com- 
ments of the Patriots officials and state, ‘‘Methinks, thou 
do protest too much.” 

We will stand behind the Phillips Academy athletic 
fields and their maintenance. 

The fields there, we feel, are well cared for, particu- 
larly under the mass utilization by the students during the 
outdoor athletic seasons. 

The misfortunes of the Patriots, must be attributed to 
themselves, rather than seeking out excuses,

Home Rule 


There is nothing like trying to walk on egg shells, but 
at the risk of doing so, we comment, briefly, on a bill in 
the legislative hopper at the state house in Boston. 

It deals with low income housing, for which a group in 
Andover has recently been formed. 

We have no particular quarrel with the thoughts of the 
local people in wanting to provide some housing for those 
of lesser annual income. 

The bill before the legislature allows local communities 
to lose control over the use of land within their borders. 

If approved, five per cent of the land in Andover could 
become eligible for development of low income housing 
units. 

A group interested in providing for such units, would be’ 
required to appear before the local planning board for per- 
mission to construct such property. 

If refused by the local planning board, the sponsoring 
organization could appeal to the regional planning com- 
mission, which could overrule local authorities. 

This we think is bad, since it once again, violates 
home rule. 

We would rather allow local officials continue to rule 
their community, looking out for the safety, welfare and 
future of the town. 

There is federal legislation in process, which is better 
suited to such matters and would be administered through 
the Housing Authority.

Readers Say 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

Must Andover be fluoridated? 
The fluoridation law prescribes 
a procedure by whichthe water may 
be fluoridated, but it does not re- 
quire fluoridation. 

This law differs from the school 
appropriation law. IfAndover does 
not appropriate what the school 
committee asks, the town may be 
hauled into court, fined, and forced 
to appropriate the amount. 

Not so with fluoridation. Local 
health authorities may, but need 
not, order fluoridation of public 
water supplies on advice of the 
state commissioner of public 
health. The law provides no en- 
forcement--no penalty if a com- 
munity does not carry out the or- 
der of the board of health. 

The law does not require any 
community to appropriate for 
fluoridation. No order to fluori- 
date can be carried out without 
funds. Decisions regarding ap- 
propriations rest exclusively in 
the hands of the appropriating 
power in each community. That 
power in Andover is town meeting. 
Massachusetts communities have 
not all appropriated for fluorida- 
tion. Has Andover? 

Probably those present at town 
meeting this year remember that 
no appropriation for fluoridation 
was voted. Is there a fund to be 
used for fluoridation although the 
voters did not appropriate speci- 
fically for that purpose? 

Alert is advised by legal counsel 
that there is no fund that can be 
legally used by any department for 
a new program without prior ap- 
propriation by the voters speci- 
fically for that purpose. Even in 
an emergency, where there is a 
shortage of funds for the regular 
work of a department, the de- 
partment having the emergency 
Must apply to the finance com- 
mittee for transfer of money from 
the emergency fund. 

How is the sodium fluoride now 

going into our water being paid 
for? (Obviously the fluoride was 
not required to make the water 
fit for use.) Is the law on appro- 
priations being violated?
